00ULD ESTABLISH A SYSTEM 


Sentlemen Who Inspected the Pres- 


ent Management of City Books, 


Want 
Changes. 


To ttieMayor and Common Council 
f the City ot Janesvllle, Wisconsin. 
The undersigned, tlie comlttee ap- 
ulnled by your honorable body, to 
onfer with the city clerk, and the 
Ity treasurer wtlh a vie wto Improve 
heir methods of bookkeeping, have 
ad tlie matter under consideration 


and beg leave to report: 


On examination or the 
books of 


he city clerk and city treasurer, we 
nd the lack of n complete system 
n keeping thu various 
amounts or 


he city. 
While the system lu use 


low served all purposes wlien adopt- 
ed some flfty years ago, when the 
evenues and disbursements or the 
city were but a small part of tho 
amount now required. 
It now falls 


short of meeting 
the requirements 


ol the taxpayers, who annually con- 
rlbute about one hundred and fllty 
housand dollars (1150,000.00) for the 
iiipport of 
municipal 
government. 


The system under which they are 
now working does not 
enablu the 


city clerk nor the city treasurer to 
show, on brief notice and In a con- 
cise manner. Intelligibly, to the av- 
erage tax payer, the'condition of the 
various funds of the city. 
Tho two 


oillceu have been kept practically aa 
one nnd an examination or the books 
>f both Is necessary to obtain a full 
mderstandlng or the city's financial 
condition. 


Some Defects 


The most noticeable defect In the 


offlco of .the city clerk. Is the failure 
to keep a record or all claims and ite 
mauds placed In the hands 
of 
the 


treasurer ror collection. 
The 
city 


clerk should keep a double entry set 
of books, comprising a journal and a 
edger, and be required to take oft a 
trial balance monthly In a book kept 
for that purpose. 
He should charge 


the city treasurer with all general 
and 
special 
assessments, licenses 


granted by the council, fines Imposed 
and all other Items of revenue due 
the city, crediting tho various funds 
with their allotment of tho sums as 
irovlded by the charter and council; 
;hen as 'ho draws on the treasurer, 
he should credit tne treasurer with 
the amount of the order and charge 
the fund with the amount of the ord 
er, and If the treasurer pays out no 
money 
except 
on order, properly 


Irawn on him by the order of tne 
council, the accounts of the two of- 
flees can be readily reconciled 
and 


only by collusion or false entry would 
It be possible to fall to detect an er- 
ror or omission In either set of ac- 
counts. 


Remedies Named 


It Is but fair to the present city 


treasurer and clerk to say that tho 
books are kept as well as the sys- 
tem will permit, and 
a skilled ac- 


countant, knowing the sources of the 
city's revenues and amounts, could 
by taking sufficient 
time, 
demon- 


strate the correctness 
of the book 


keeping under the present system 


The Revenue 


The principal • source of 
revenue 


of 
the 
city Is from taxation, and 


amounts to about one hundred thous 
and dollars ($100,000.00) per annum 
being divided Into various funds, the 
largest being the school fund, w...ch 
Is under the control of the schoo" 
board. 
The next largest 
fund Is 


known as the general 
fund. 
This 


fund seems to your comlttee to be 
like charity that covers a multitude 
of faults. 
We believe that a great 


many amounts are charged 
to thli 


fund that properly belong to 
wan 


funds. 
It Is used as a clearing fund 


for all unclassified claims, from tho 
cost of constructing tho city hall to 
tho per diem of tho 
woman 
who 


scrubs the floors. Your committee 
think this acount should lie kept In

SCORES A CLEAN 
KNOCKOUT 


Right and Left Swings to Jaw Weak- 


en McGovern and He Is Counted 


' Out—Defeated Man Claims He Was 


Robbed of Fight. 


San Francisco. Cal., April 1.—The 


fight between 
Terry 
McOoveru 
of 


Brooklyn and Young Corliett of Denver 
for the lightweight championship of 
the world lanted eleven rounds, with 
a clean knockout scored by Corbett. 


The decisive blows consisted 
of 


right and left swings on the face and 
Jaw. 
They were severe enough to 


daze JIcGovern and weakened him so 
much that he could not rise.' 


But he claimed after the tight that 


he arose at'the count of nine and was 
on his feet as the timekeeper counted 
ten. 
The referee declared he did not 


rise until ten was fully counted. 


Fight Is Rough. 


The fight was rouch, McGovern con- 


stantly rushing Into 
clinches 
and 


hammering his opponent around the 
body Just over the belt, varying these 
blows with punishing short arm Jolts 
over the klndneys. The referee cau- 
tioned McGovern again and again be- 
cause he persisted In clinching In or- 
der to strike with one arm free. 


Corbett 
throuRhout 
fought with 


great fairness and showed himself the 
superior of McGovern in boxing at 
long range and also in fair Infighting. 


Lands on CorbeU's Wind. 


McGovern's whole object seemed to 


be to confine the-fighting to close in- 
fighting, with rough tactics. 
In the 


•whole fight he landed not more than 
tbree or four clean swings on Corbetfs 
body, and these were not of punishing 
power. The only time when Corbett 
showed suffering was 
In 
the ninth 


round, when McGovern landed a fierce 
left clout on 
Corbetfs 
wind. The 


•wonderful recuperation 
of 
Corbett 


saved him here from a knockout. He 
hung on to McGovern and played so 
cunningly for time that 
the 
gong 


sounded before Terry could get In an- 
other punishing blow. 


Battle Is Fierce. 
' 


The fighting from the start was so 


fierce that 
the 
crowd 
frequently 


cheered wildly. 
There was little to 


choose between the two men In re- 
gard to forcing the fighting. Both 
men fought savagely, and the abso- 
lutely distinct signs of fighting made 
tbe match one of the most interesting 
that has been fought here In many 
months. 


In the first four rounds the lighting 


was so close the befit expert could not 
tell which way the advantage lay. 
In 


the fifth McGovern seemed to have n 
decided advantage, for he hammered 
Corbett savagely above the belt, and 
toe Denver boy appeared unable to 
protect himself from these tactics. But 
in the following rounds honors were 
again 
easy, and 
Corbett 
had a 


decided . advantage. 
lie- landed sev- 


eral right and left swings on McGov- 
ern's neck which evidently distressed 
him. 


The next round was again anyone's 


fight, but In the ninth Corbett, In an 
unguarded 
moment, 
received 
the 


worst blow of the tight, a heavy left 
awing squarely in the pit of the stom- 
ach. 
No one who saw him protect 


himself then until he could recover his 
wind will _ever say he Is not a great 
ring general. 
, 
< 


McGovern's friends and seconds told 


him to 'finish the fight, to close in uu 
his man, but each time he tried rough- 
ing tactics Corbett clinched und held 
his own. 
The gong sounded and In 


the minute's wait Corbett showed the 
same wonderful recuperation he: ex- 
hibited repeatedly In his recent fight 
with Eddie Hanlou. 


Terry Is Punished. 


.The tenth round was again a matter 


of give and take, but Corbett had 
slightly the better of It. as the swings 
and jabs that hu got in on Terry weak- 
ened the Brooklyn man. 
In the elev- 


enth and final round McGovern rushed 
at Corbett like a wild bull, but Cor- 
belt, with great coolness, kept his man 
off and punished him severely on the 
face and In the wind. 


It was evidently these blows that 


paved the way for the end, for after 
a fierce rally In the center of the ring 
Corbett threw McGovern oft from an 
attempted 
clinch, and 
bofore 
tbe 


Brooklyn boy could raise his arms he 
showered blows on his face and then 
threw all his strength Into a left and 
tight swing which felled Terry 
as 


though he had been hit iiy <?. baseball 
bat. Any ordinary man would have 
Iteen knocked clean out, but McGov- 
era. evidently by pure force of will 
power, rose to a sitting position. 


Is Counted Out. 


The timekeeper began to call the 


seconds and .McGovern with an ex 
presslon of agony on his face tried 
lo hoist himself up by his hands. He 
was powerless to do so. and he was so 
dazed he did not hear the timekeeper's 
loud warning un the ninth second. 


He was plainly counted out, and the 


referee gave the decision to Corbett. 
McGovern was lugged to his corner, 
and even then did not recuperate for 
i minute or two. 


McGovern claimed he thought tho 


count had not gone beyond eight, and 
that he was still strong and full of 
fight, but his condition showed this 
was not so. Only his few strong ad- 
horents persisted In this claim.
